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FCC Sends Message to 
Packet BBS Operators 


On January 25, (1991, the Federal Communications 
Commission’s Norfolk, Va. field office sent Notices of Vio- 
lation to eight east coast packet BBS operators, issuing 
Notices of Apparent Liability (fines) for $300 to three oth- 
ers. 

On April 17 the FCC canceled the fines, but withdrew 
unattended operation privileges for three of the 11. 

One of the operators had allegedly originated, and the 
other ten had handled through their unattended Amateur 
Radio computer bulletin boards an “@USA (all USA) mes- 
sage that urged readers to phone a 900 number to ”vote" on 

‘a political issue, namely the presence of US troops in the 
Middle East. — ; 

“This activity,” FCC’s Norfolk Engineer-in-Charge J.J. 
Freeman, W4JJ, said in his letter to the amateurs, “was a 
facilitation of the business affairs of the Coalition to Stop 
U.S. intervention in the Middle East and therefore in viola- 
tion of Section 97.113(a).” 

Notices of Violation stipulated that each recipient, 
within ten days, reply to the FCC with the following: 

e A full explanation of “the circumstances of the viola- 
tion.” 

. © A specific description of the action taken to correct 
and to prevent recurrence of the violation. 

The $300 fines were levied against the alleged originator 
of the message (WA3QNS) and the operators of the stations 
where the message entered and exited the packet system 
(N3LA and KJ4LQ). 

Most of the PBBS SysOps responded in part to the FCC 
notices by noting that they had policed themselves in this 


instance; a “SYSOP alert” had notified them of the offending 


message and they then pulled it from the system (but not 
before someone had brought the matter to the attention of 
the FCC). 

Most of the SysOps also told the Commission they now 
were taking additional steps to screen at least some mes- 
sages, especially those for general distribution, before ac- 
cepting them. 

One of the SysOps received the following reply from 
Engineer Freeman: 

“We have carefully reviewed your letter and, inasmuch 
as you have stated you have taken corrective action to 

_ prevent a repeat of the violation, no further action will be 
taken at this time.” 

Freeman did not agree with the argument presented by 
some of the amateurs that the responsibility for message 
screening should lie with the originating station.

IN MEMORIAM

“Tt is with deepest regret that I must announce that 

AAR4QH/W4DTV, Bob Watson, became a “‘silent key’’ on 

July 17, 1991. Bob had been a MARS member for over 28 

years. Bob served his country in theU.S. Coast Guard dur- 

ing World War II and retired as a chief warrant officer. Bob | 
will be dearly missed by those who knew him and loved 
him.” 

Thus the announcement of the passing of Bob Watson was 
issued from the office of the Eastern Area MARS Director. 

What does this tell us of the man that Bob Watson was? To 
some he was a co-worker, to others a teacher, to others an elmer 
(many, many others), to all, a friend. 

Born in Meridan, Mississippi, Bob developed his taste for the 
sea working on board the fishing boats (where he also developed a 
distaste for fish). This love of the sea took him into the Coast 
Guard where he served with distinction, retiring in 1956 as a chief 
warrant officer. 

Florida welcomed Bob first into Miami where he worked in a 
variety of electronic and radio-related fields. This second career 
never stopped him from promoting amateur radio and training 
potential hams. Many Miami area hams enjoyed Bob’s coaching 
and prodding so that they would reach their potential in ham 
radio.

Retiring again, Bob moved to Orlando. He taught electronics 
for the Orange County schools for several years. Again, he taught 
well over 650 students for new or upgrades in FCC radio amateur 
licenses. The Orlando Amateur Radio Club gave Bob a life 
membership in the club for his dedication to amateur radio and 
the work that he did for that club. 

Many of the Orlando MARS members, as well as the amateur 
community at large, knew and respected Bob Watson for the 
person he was. He never missed an Orlando Hamcation until 1991. 
Two of his many Orlando friends described him this way: 


“He was almost a ‘fixture’ at Orlando Hamcations. 
Always attending, always working, always promoting 
Army MARS.”’ 

“I met Bob back in 1979 a few years after I retired. At 
this time, I took some radio courses from Bob and from that 
time on, we became great friends. I got my novice, general 
and advanced tickets because of Bob Watson. In fact, he is 
the one who got me into Florida Army MARS.” 

So many of us can draw parallels on the same relationship that 


we enjoyed with Bob. So many of us shared his generosity. 


He often joked that he should install a revolving door at his 


house instead of the conventional front door. 


Bob’s final move brought him to Valparaiso in 1985 where he 


founded the Twin Cities Amateur Radio Club with is emphasis on 
family membership and participation. He guided the club through 
its early days and, as his time was passing, he saw his dream of a 
club repeater come to fruition. 146.73/13 is a clean, strong 
repeater of which he was justly proud. 


In his short time in Val-P, Bob became the hub of much of the 


amateur activity in the Okaloosa County area. If anyone needed 
anything related to radio, the standard answer was, ‘‘Ask Bob.”’ 


Teaching . . . testing ... guiding .. . helping . . . these are the 


descriptions that tell only part of the story of a man who will be 
missed. 


In the waning days of his life, Bob was still the ultimate ham. 


To the end, his radio mind was clear and succinct. After the ‘“‘No 
Visitors” regime was invoked, an amateur who had not been 
informed, visited Bob. Bob could no longer speak. Amazingly, the 
two old friends had a great QSO tapping Morse Code with their 
fingers into each other’s hand. 


Bob, to the end, affirmed the quality of most of the amateur 


and MARS community. His words .. . ‘“‘Thank God for the 
amateur radio community — for their devotion, their prayers, 
their support.”’ 


To again quote another ham: 
“Where we lose a good friend, the world will be losing a 
good man. His knowledge will be lost to many that will 
come. Good friends are few in this world. Bob will be 
remembered as a good friend.”’ God speed, Bob. Lori.

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and we will see packet communications that we only dreamed about. It is worth your 
time, read the original article which can be found on a local BBS. It is especially helpful 
if you are a newcomer to packet. 

It starts out saying we have seen the growth of packet double i in the Panhandle this 
year. In the beginning, 145.01 was fairly quiet. As things got more and more busy on 
145.01, some moved to a Local Area Network (LAN) frequency. 

As PBBS software and documentation improved, PBBS’s were no longer left to the 
“chosen few.’’ More and more PBBS systems have sprung up to serve a more localized 
area, but it placed more demand on 145.01. Soon it became so crowded during the hours 
of 4:00.p.m. to 10:00 p.m., that some groups have initiated “‘quiet hours.” This has 
worked well, but only on a LAN by LAN basis. 

Those areas that have well established LAN frequencies feel that 145.01 can be used 
for forwarding 24 hours a day. This, however, can be detrimental to adjacent LANs 
whose only resource is 145.01. 

So what do we do? It’s obvious that we need faster bit rates and more reliable links 
between LANs. A backbone of high-speed links are needed to satisfy both mail and user 
access between LANs. There will need to be more coordination between LANs so as to 
establish this high-speed link. 

What is in the near future? According to Phil we will see more affordable radios and 
modems. Also 9600 baud modems will be available for under $110.00. The major packet 
equipment manufacturers will produce radios capable of handling high-speed modems. 
Completely integrated radio/modems will be available for less than $500.00 By this fall 
9600 bbps modems will be available to plug right into your rig with no modifications. In 
1991 we will see hams in the Panhandle experimenting with 9600 bbps. 

Phil proposes that groups representing Pensacola, Ft. Walton Beach, Crestview and 
Panama City discuss a high-speed digital backbone that will serve our future needs. He 
suggests that everyone interested or concerned should place their ideas on the air and 
place it in our mail system, Every input counts. All messages of this nature should be 
addressed ALL @ NWFL to insure the widest dissemination throughout the Panhandle. 

A tiny, but growing number of hams are getting interested in QRP. I got some in- 
formation from Terry, K4KJP which helps explain QRP. 

First, what is meant by QRP? Technically, QRP is a Q-Signal meaning: ‘‘Shall I 
decrease my transmitter power?” To the QRP ARCI (the organization of QRP en- 
thusiasts) it means using an output of five watts for CW and 10 watts p.e. Pp." on SSP. 
Members live by the QRP ARCI motto: ‘‘Power is no substitute for skill.” 

Terry says, with a smile, that once hooked on QRP operation, even at 100-watt levels, 
communications become ‘‘Ho-Hum” radio. 

With low-power operators, new adventures are a daily occurrence. To the 
uninitiated, working 100 miles per watt may not appear to be a big deal, but how about 
working Australia with one-watt output both ways for 12,000 miles per watt? 

A one-watt transmitter signal will be 20db weaker in strength than the usual 100-watt 
transceiver. So if you have 30db over S9 with 100 watts, you will be only 10db over S9 with 
QRP power. Makes you think doesn’t it? 

At the Atlanta Hamfest I saw a 12-inch beam antenna for the first time. Too bad QRP 
members don’t display their equipment at a hamfest. 

Maybe we should ask the Panhandle QRP operators to contact me so we can list 
people who can help beginners.

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FLORIDA ARMY M.A.R.S. NEWS

As we approach the month of September, MARS members look 
back on a summer filled with constructive activity. Hamfests, 
field days, new ideas and information, and summber band con- 
ditions held the interest of members everywhere. 

Who can forget the solar flares that cut the signals so com- 
pletely, that we all examined our stations to find out what was 
wrong with our equipment? The collective blood pressures rose 20 
points. 

_ Just after pitta a letter reached this station which said, in 
part: 

“The recall drill/exercise i is established/set to take place 
on Tuesday, July 23rd, beginning with the Golf Net and 
continuing through the Mike Net . . . the date of the recall is 
confidential. Please do not reveal this.” 

For several weeks, we, in Florida MARS, had speculated 
about just what a recall exercise was. Finally, Bill, AAT4RR 
developed a definition for us: 

A recall drill is similar to the recalls of military personnel 
on bases — a call to all members to be ready for an operation. 

‘““AAA4FL/X — This ...”’ With that call and the X-ray 
designation, Florida Army MARS members were placed on a dis- 
aster/emergency status for purposes of practice and 
preparedness. Members checked into the net that was in progress 
and also called other members to alert them. Both of these ac- 
tions would be taken in a real disaster situation. The telephone 
communication would be especially needed if the drill or real 
action were to take place when a Florida Net was not in progress. 

Army MARS recall drills are used to determine the number 
and percentage of members available to support MARS 
operations, either simulated or emergency, at a given time. The 
overall geographic coverage for the given state or area can also 
be determined. These drills are called by state, region or area 
once per quarter. 

The guidelines for a recall drill/exercise require that the drill 
be announced. Speculation about this first one caused much 
discussion and training to be carried out on the nets. We didn’t 
know exactly what a recall drill was, but we knew it was coming. 
Florida would be ready. 

Florida was ready. The HF nets were well attended, priority 
messages passed and net business transacted, At the same time, 
recall operations were being carried out on the VHF voice 
repeaters and on the state HF’/ VHF packet systems. Thus, many 


more MARS members were involved in the recall than just the - 


members who checked into the HF voice net. The after-action 
reports are not yet ready but, as a participant, I felt that the drill 
was a success and reflected well on Florida’s ability to answer the 
call when required to do so. 

September is also a good month to consider the requirements 
of being an Army MARS member and the commitment we have 
made. One of those requirements is the filing of participation 
reports with the Participation Officer before the tenth of the 
month which follows the month being reported. This very simple 

‘,act is vitally important to the support and welfare of Army 
MARS. 

Ted, AAR4NV has written the following memo about par- 
ticipation: 

Mars Participation 

“The training manual lists the requirements for being a 
member of Army MARS. One of the requirements is to have 
12 hours of participation during any quarter. Another 
requirement is to report this participation each month to the 
State Participation Officer. 

“The State Participation Officer then reports the total 
hours of participation that the members have. The Eastern 
Area MARS Participation Officer reports these hours on up 
the chain. Chief Army MARS then receives the total hours 
each state and area report. These figures are then used in the 
justification for maintaining the MARS program. 

“So you see, your monthly report to me is very important. 
You are required to send to me each month an accounting of 
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your participation hours. If you fail to report your time for 
three consecutive months, the manual says you will be ter- _ 
minated. We need your participation in the program ... so 
please, send in your reports by the tenth of each month. If 
they are received after that date, they are not counted. 

“If, for some reason, you are unable to participate for a 
month or two, please advise the State MARS pu and he 
will excuse you for a period of time. 

‘‘Let’s be 100 percent each month. It really isn’t hard to 
do. It just takes 220 of you Army MARS members to send 
your report on time.”’ 

Florida Army MARS has suffered the loss of two of its. 
members recently. Robert Bigley, AAT4HB became a “silent 
key”’ on July 13th and Robert Watson, AAR4QH became a “‘silent . 
key”’ on July 17th (his 81st birthday). We, in Florida Army MARS, 
extend to their families our deepest sympathy. We shall miss 
them. 

The Army MARS mission includes the provision of auxiliary 
communications for military units during periods of emergency 
or as needed. The after-action report from the Gulf by the 93rd. 
Signal Brigade reflected the use of MARS in this mission role. It 
says, inpart: | : 

“Throughout Operation Desert Shield/Desert Storm 
MARS served as a very important communication link for 
soldiers and command personnel. The total MARS network 
operated extremely well during deployment and 
redeployment. In addition to health and welfare traffic, 
several units in our network conducted unclassified unit 
business through the MARS network.” 

Panhandle MARS members have been granted an HF com- 
munications net which meets at 7:00 p.m, (CT)/8:00 p.m. (ET). 
Since there are no two-meter provisions in the Northwest Florida | 
Section, it was impossible for the members to communicate with ' 
each other. It was felt that this lack of communication would be 
most detrimental to MARS, especially if an witty 
situation did arise. 

The net meets every evening, Monday through Friday. There! 
are a high percentage of new members in the area and the net is 
designed to give them valuable training in MARS procedures and 
in the skills needed to become effective net control stations. 

This increase in activity has yielded an increase in en- 
thusiasm. Tallahassee to Pensacola members are now com- 
municating with each other and enjoying it. The numbers may be 
smaller than some other nets, but the percentages are higher. 

All Florida Army MARS members are invited to join. 

As amateurs as well as Army MARS members, we should keep | 
close watch on the decisions being made as the WARC Conference 
approaches. If you are alarmed about the frequency changes be- - 
ing proposed, write to the ARRL and other organizations. We 
have to be active or we have no right to complain. 

Closer to home and to passage, we hope, is the Senate Bill by 
Senator Gore. Please give that one your support. It is designed to 
prevent any further erosion of the amateur bands. 

Again, get active. It is in your interest that these efforts are 
being made. 

For the remainder of the summer, keep cool, play safely and 
I’ll see you on the nets.

Prior to the July meeting of the Platinum Coast Amateur 
Radio Society (PCARS), the members were primed to make an 
urgent decision to buy the NSAUV BBS system.

With the major point of contention no longer a factor, a 
productive discussion was held on the availability of space, 
money and towers. It was decided that the Board of Directors 
would have a meeting to review George’s offer and provide 
recommendations to the members at the next meeting.

| have a vision of District Emergency Coordinator responsibilities 
that may be a little unorthodox. | expect much more than just monthly 
reports or occasional phone calls. In my vision of ARES, the DEC 
is critically important to the way things work. 

| have a vision of DECs who know that they can’t do the job in 
slack time. Like any other responsible civic activity, it will intrude 
on your golf game; it will cut into fishing weekends. The yard may 
not get mowed as often as usual. Telephone bills will get a little big- 
ger, but so will that satisfied feeling. 

| have a vision of an ARES organization where DECs replace ECs 
who have become inactive for any reason. And choosing good ECs 
is just the beginning. 

| have a vision of a Northern Florida ARES organization that has 
formal training sessions every month in every county for its mem- 
bers. These seminars include proper training in traffic handling 
procedures, net controlling, and NTS liaison. They include proper 
instruction in Incident Command systems, local geography and 
potential trouble spots. 

| have a vision that says every DEC presides over a District VHF 
net at least once a week, where county ARES plans are discussed, 
mini-training sessions are held, and members get actual experience 
in net control and message handling techniques. 

In my vision, the DEC makes direct personal contact with key 
disaster management people in every one of his counties and checks 
back now and then to be sure the EC is on his toes. 

In my vision, the DEC attends a club meeting in every county in 
his District at least twice a year. At that meeting, he talks to the club 
members, makes sure they know their EC, explains how ARES 
works, and plugs hard for ARRL membership for all ARES members. 

In my vision, the DEC holds a meeting with all his ECs at a cen- 
tral location once or twice a year. He talks with them about their 
problems, their opportunities, their AECs, and improving the county 
and District ARES plans. 

In my vision, the DEC reviews the District plan once a year, maybe 
in early spring, before the tornado season, and brings it up to date. 

He also reviews all his county ARES plans and helps the ECs 
polish them. He does not tolerate ECs who try to get by without a 
written plan for their counties! 

In my vision, the DEC and his ECs are highly visible in the amateur 
community because of their activities. They keep ARES and amateur 
radio highly visible to Emergency Management, Red Cross, the 
National Weather Service and other disaster-related organizations. 

A DEC is not the figure-head ruler of a bunch of little indepen- 
dent EC kingdoms. He is the working chief executive of a District- 
wide organization, in which each county organization plays an 
important role. 

To mangle the metaphor a bit, I’m conducting the orchestra, and 

‘the DEC is playing first chair in the West Panhandle violins, the 

Capital flutes, the East Panhandle percussion, the Florida Crown 
brass, the West Central reeds, the East Central cellos and the 
Swannhee chorus. : 

In my vision, in other words, the DEC works his butt off, while 

’ keeping his ECs even busier. We don’t demand nearly as much 
of our ARES volunteers as Red Cross demands from its Gray Ladies. 

We spend too much time working DX while waiting for a call for 
help from somebody. Too often the call never comes because we 
haven't kept our contacts in good repair. pe) section Leader

BRIEFS 


e The FCC on July 24 denied two petitions seeking 
reconsideration of the Commission’s Order of Oct. 31, 1990, 
which denied petitions requesting that the allowable power 
for amateurs using amplitude modulation not be lowered. 

Those who petitioned for reconsideration, Dale Gagnon, 
KWII, and the Society for the Preservation of AM (SPAM), 
again argued that the FCC had not taken their original 
arguments into adequate consideration, and that the old limit 
of 1,000 watts dc input should be retained as they and the 
ARRL had earlier requested. 

In replying to one of the petitioners’ claims, regarding a 
resurgence among amateurs in AM operations, the Commis- 
sion said “We disagree with the petitioner’s contention that 
popularity of a particular emission type within the amateur 
service community has any bearing on the maximum power 
that an amateur station should be authorized.” 

At the same time, the Commission made an editorial 
change to Section 97.313(b) so that it now reads in its 
entirety: “No station may transmit with a transmitter power 
exceeding 1.5 kW PEP.” The language which provided for 
granfathering of AM transmitters until June 2, 1990, has 
been deleted. 

e Anew book about Amateur Radio is off the press. Don 
C. Wallace, W6AM, Amateur Radio's Pioneer, is 320 pages, 
with 200 photographs, including 24 pages of color art. The 
book, written by Jan Perkins, N6AW, is hardbound, and costs 
$29.95 from Wallace and Wallace, 11823 E. Slauson Ave., 
Suite 38, Sante Fe Springs, CA 90670.

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cept of control of an amateur station ... is not severable into 
technical control, content control of messages the licensee 
originates, and content control of messages osinass by 
other users,” Freeman said. 

“The Commission licenses individual amateur stations,” 
Freeman said, “not systems of amateur stations. Further, all 
amateur service rules apply to each amateur station even 
when it is operating in a system, not to the system as a whole. 
Station licensees and station control operators, therefore, are 
both responsible for the messages originated as well as those _ 
retransmitted by the station.” 

Freeman’s response reflects the same reasoning used by 
the FCC in Docket 90-561, declining the ARRL request for 
rule making to permit automatic control when third party 
communications are being transmitted.
